Of 35 Years 


New Madrid.—Thirty-five years 
after 
the 
Missouri 
Experiment 
Station began experim enting on 
the value of pulverized limestone 
in the growing of crops, Missouri 
farm ers used 50 per 
cent 
more 
lime in connection with the AAA 
program than did any other state 
in the Union. This fact is brought 
out in the annual report o f the 
Agricultural Extension Service is­ 
sued this week by J. W. Burch, 
Director. 
The Experiment Station started 
their lime experim ents in 1905. 
In 1940 Missouri 
farmers 
used 
538,164 tons of limestone under 
the conservation m aterials 
pro­ 
gram, while her neaiest competi­ 
tor, Tennessee, used 340.327 tons. 
The total amount 
of 
limestone 
used in 1940 as reported to county 
extension agents 
was 
1,382,974 
tons. 
The spread of the practice 
has been slow but the trend 
has I 
always been upward. 
In the be­ 
ginning it took seven 
years 
to 
reach the point where 4.000 tons 
w ere spread annually. 
This was 
accomplished largely through the 
work of the ten 
earliest 
county 
agents in Missouri. 
As more farm ers had an 
op­ 
portunity to observe the results j 
of the use of limestone on their i 
neighbors’ fields, the demand for 
limestone increased more rapidly. 
There was better than 400 
per 
cent increase between 1913 
and 
1920. 
In the latter 
year 
18,000 
tons were used.

A want ad similar to the above 
might bring a solution to a prob­ 
lem discovered by the Iowa Co­ 
operative Wildlife Research Unit. 
During the past year Norway rats 
were so numerous on many Iowa 
farms that even game managers 
became alarmed over their super­ 
abundance. According to the Unit, 
which is one of a series supported 
by the American Wildlife Insti­ 
tute, many farm ers reported from 
one to three acres of 
corn 
and 
other grains completely destroyed 
by these rodents. Unlike the na­ 
tive 
rodents, 
these 
introduced 
European pests take advantage of 
the weather to perform their pil­ 
fering. During the warm er months 
the rats attack the grain in the 
field. Comes winter, and the ro- 
\ dents move indoors along with the 
‘ farmer’s harvest. 
Not only the 
corn crop, but the poultry, the 
pantry, and even the pigs suffer 
depredations.

and grain, the rats also rifle the

000 British lives

on Septem ber 1. 1923, in Japan, 
the earth shuddered for sixteen 
seconds and the great

Tokyo and Yokohama were razed 
to the ground as grass falls before 
a scythe. 
During five minutes of violent 
secondary 
shocks, 
fires 
started 
here and there among the ruined 
houses, and 
the 
water 
system 
broken down. 
Almost at the same 
time a great typhoon sent how l­ 
ing winds inland, spreading the 
flames at a fantastic rate. S hriek­ 
ing men and women found them ­ 
selves trapped in a solid ring of 
flames. 
Tokyo became a mighty 
fu rraic. 
In an effort to escape, 
many threw them elves into th 
ponds and t untains in the parks, 
only to die horribly in w ater that 
hissed and bubbled from the in­ 
tense 
heat. 
When the fires had 
burred 
themselves 
out, 
grief- 
stricken Japan tallied the fright­ 
ful 
loss— 100,000 
killed. 
45,000 
missing, 100,000 injured, 
576,000 
houses destropea property dam - 
aped five billion dollars. 
Nature has given Hitler 
him- 
helf a hint of w hat a shrug of the 
earth's crust can do to the plans of 
dictators. 
The earthquakes that 
staggered 
unfortunate 
Rumania 
late in 1940 sent panic into Nazi 
hearts by seriously damaging the 
all-im portant oil fields. This shock 
was only moderately destructive; 
but experts calculate that its en­ 
ergy, if concentrated, would have 
blown a cubic mile of earth a mile 
into the air. 
If the full power of terroi from 
below were to be turned loose on 
H itler’s citadels, the hard task con­ 
fronting the 
democracies 
might 
be done in a twinkling. 
In 
the 
great earthquake in recent history, 
which took place forty-four year- 
ago in a far-off Assam, a province 
in northeast India, a fifteen-sec­ 
ond shock smashed every human 
dwelling over an area 
of 
9;000 
square miles, caused partial de­ 
struction in territory equal to all 
Texas, and was felt throughout 1,- 
750,000 
square 
miles—an 
area 
half the size of the United States. 
Of course earthquakes 
cannot 
be engineered, planned 
or 
even 
accurately predicted. 
It would be 
a tremendous help 
to 
military 
strategists if 
they 
could. 
But, 
even so, 
earthquakes

threat of earthquakes remain an 
ever-present factor,

times they have a decisive influ­ 
ence m hum an affairs.

Probab­ 
ly they have to do with the cool­ 
ing of the earth, which, over the 
ages, causes the crust of our plan­ 
et to contract, warping it here into 
a great range of mountains, there 
in to a deep ocean trough. 
P er­ 
haps. too. the huge land masses, 
or continents, are slowly shifting 
their position and 
folding 
the 
crust at certain points. Thus large 
areas of the "skin” of the earth 
are continually being stretched or 
bent. 
Frequently the strain at 
some 
point becomes too great. 
Then, 
as if a trigger had been pulled, a 
section of crust gives way. Some­ 
times the grinding and 
heaving 
that result 
is tell at the surface 
as a vertical m ovem ent—as in an 
Alaskan quake where the rocks at 
one point diopix'd forty-seven and 
one-halt feet along a fault plane.
